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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's response filed on 10/31/2003 and 1 1/20/2003 is acknowledged. Claims 1, 

2, 3 and 10 have been amended. Claims 1 , 2, 3 and 10 are under prosecution as an elected 
invention, said election being made on 11/13/2002. 

2. In view of amendments to the claims and arguments of record 10/31/03 and 1 1/19/03, 
the rejection of claims 2-3 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph is withdrawn. 

3. In view of amendments to the claims and arguments of record 10/31/03 and 1 1/19/03, 
the rejection of claims 1-3 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Accession number: AC P08191 and Krogfelt et al (Infec. Immun 1990, 58(6): 1995-8) are 
Withdrawn as the prior art do not disclose or teach novel FimH Adhesin Proteins such as an 
isolated polypeptide comprising residues 26 to 186 of SEQ ID NO: 29. wherein said polypeptide 
induces an antibody response that recognizes the polypeptide SEQ ID NO; 29, an isolated 
polypeptide comprising residues 1 to 186 of SEQ ID NO: 29, wherein said polypeptide induces 
an antibody response that recognizes the polypeptide SEQ ID NO; 29, an isolated polypeptide 
comprising the amino acid residues of SEQ ID NO: 29 and a vaccine composition comprising 
said isolated peptides.
